Twenty-five wagons loaded with 
bodies had arrived at one morgue 
early tonight. 

Virtually all the north end of the 
city was laid waste, and the property 
damage will run far into the millions. 
A part of the town of Dartmouth, 
across the harbor from Halifax, also 


was wrecked. Nearly all the buildings 


in the dock yard there are in ruins. 

The zone of destruction in Halifax 
itself extends from the North street 
railway station as far north as Afric- 
ville, to Bedford basin, and covers an 
area of about two square miles in the 
section known as Richmond. The 
buildings which were not demolished 
by the force of the terrific explosion 
were destroyed by the fire which fol- 
lowed.

St. John, N. B., December 6.—As a re-

News that the disaster had reached 
tiese proportions was received here 
this afternoon when communication 


with Halifax was established by the 


Canadian Pacific Telegraph company. 
Other shipping in the harbor suf- 

fered severely and the crews of sev- 

eral are said to have been killed. 

Wire communication between this 
city and Halifax was interrupted soon 
after the explosion and before more 
than fragmentary reports had been 
received.’ The munitions ship blown 
up was said to have been an American. 

At the moment of the explosion a 
fierce storm was sweeping the harbor, 
and it is supposed that the collision of 
the vessels was due to this. 

It was reported that a transport was 
in the harbor at the time, but nothing 
definite could be learned, 

One of the buildings that suffered 
severely was occupied by the Western 
Union and was the terminus of the 
cable lines to the United States. One 
report says that two telegraph opera- 
tors were killed and another that sev- 
eral employees lost their lives. 

It is possible that the censorship at 
Halifax may prevent details becoming 
known immediately when wire com- 
munication is restored. 

Meanwhile frantic efforts are being 
made by the telegraph companies here 
to restore their lines to some point in 
the vicinity of Halifax.

of Armenian and Syrian relief.

In addition to the sums already prom- 
ised by the New York committee, $200,- 
000 monthly will be required to con- 
tinue the relief work, Consul Smith 
says. He also urges the extension of 
the American cloth manufacturing 
Plant at Tiflis so that work may be 
provided for thousands of the needy.

50 cents worth of pop corn, and leaves 

a bale of cotton worth $100 or more 

lying on the ground in all kinds of 

weather to damage at least $2, prob- 
ably 310, often $25. 

He declares that a large part of the cot- 
ton loss occurs while the cotton “is lying 
around the gins,” but, he says. “many farm- 
ers throw cotton on the ground without cov- 
ering after hauling it home.” The result is 
that the product being exposed to the 
weather, a layer, the thickness of which de 
pends upon the length of time of exposure, 
is discolored, in fact, partially rotted; and 
when the farmer sells this cotton it is graded 
according to this off-colored layer of damaged 
material, and even the farmer who turns and 
airs his cotton and prevents it from actually 
rotting, loses from $1 to §7.50 a bale from 
this cause. 

Another common error is that of “stor- 
ing” (7) bales of cotton under a tree, where 
it is bound to become damp during showers, 


and where the tree foliage shades it from 


the drying rays of the sun. The inevitable 
result, if the cotton is thus “stored” long 
enough, is a water-logged bale. 

Cotton is altogether too valuable a com- 
modity just now—and it is at any time 80 
long as it is worth raising—to be handled 
so carelessly and subjected to such slipshod 
methods. 

It should at all times be stored under a 
roof, and one that does not leak! About 
the most satisfactory method is to haul it 
from the gin directly to a warehouse, and 
then or later to sell the receipt in place of 
the bale. 

Such receipts are always gilt-edge col- 
lateral for low-interest loans, in case their 
owner needs ready cash and does not care 


to sell his cotton at prevailing prices; and, 


with the cotton in the warehouse, danger 
from deterioration from weather exposure 
is reduced to the minimum. 

To sum up the matter, says the corre-

The proper storage of cotton by 
farmers this season will not only save 
them a vast amount of money usually 
lost in weather damage, but furnish 
 .eollateral security for obtaining loans,

In this country there are hundreds, per- 
haps many thousands, of able-bodied young 
Englishmen, Russians, Italians, Serbians, 
Rumanians, Montenegrins, Frenchmen, etc., 
who, under existing laws, are exempt from 
compulsory military service; and there is a 
growing and just demand throughout the 
country that means be provided whereby 
they can be made to bear their just share 
of the burden of war. Such men should be 
sent to the front, either alongside our own 
young men or else sent home, where they 


would be subject to service under their own | 


respective flags. 

Instances have been reported of such 
young fellows having come to America 
while wg were at peace solely in order to 
escape war service.

“American citizens of German birth and 
education experienced since the declaration 


‘of war of the United States against the Ger- 


man empire.the sensation that a man with 
two fatherlands can be compromised as 
easily as a man with two mistresses. 

“On August 1, 1914, the Americans did not 
understand the situation of Germany, because 
they had only superficial knowledge of the 
innermost nature of Germany; since the be- 
ginning of the war they have been strength- 
ened in this opinion through the news of the 
entente cables. In Germany, on the other 
hand, the mad superaudacity of the American 
great capitalism growing fat through u- 
rope’s misfortune is identified with the p 
chological status of the American people. 

“German-Americans are accordingly be- 
tween the devil and the deep sea. And it 
does not seldom happen that they are asked 
the reproachful question in Germany, Why 
did you have yourself naturalized over there? 
I reply, that the naturalization of the German 
in the United States has so far by no means 
borne the character of a two-sided love affair, 
for in this change of citizenship there is no 
deceiving the German fatherland, because 
between the empire and the union there ex- 
ists a naturalization treaty. 

Without a Country. 

“Secondly, up to January, 1914, there was a 
provision in che empire’s constitution accord- 
ing to which a German who lives in a foreign 
country for ten consecutive years lost the 
rights of citizenship of a German. Thereby 
countless Germans in America were com- 
pelled to secure American citizenship, for 
every man must enjoy the rights.and privi- 
leges of a fatherland. 

“The solicitation of imigration of foreign 
citizens shows a great difference between the 
German empire and the United States. The 
German people are not anxious for a lasting 
settlement of foreigners on the strength of 
naturalization. Although there is no objection 
to their becoming residents, although certain 
industrials are attempting from time to time 
the import of foreign cheap labor. In the 
United States, however, the political parties 
compete in the helping of immigrants to ob- 
tain citizen papers. They expect thereby to 
increase their list of voters. 

There cannot be a justified censure of the 
German-Americans who are at present living 
in Germany on account of their American 
naturalization. 


As Schurs Expressed It.

We condemned most sharply the 
attitude of the American government and 
press since the beginning of the European 
conflict, and we saw with sorrow how the 
avarice of the armament industry and of 
other supply interests forced the United 
States to take to the inclined plane, upon 
which America slid downward until it 
reached the declaration of war on April 6, 
1917. . We were ashamed of the hypocrisy, 
the malice and falseness of the ruling classes 
of America. At the same time we could and 
would not renounce all our love to the coun- 
try to which we owed our prosperity—the 
country which is as rich tn virtues and ad- 
vantages as it is rich in faults and disad- 
vantages—the country which is respected 
in America even in a child 


“The cultural possessions of Germany and 
of the United States will for a generation 
no longer be exchanged between the two 
countries on account of the cessation of 
friendship, for which the upper 10,000 of the 
republic have worked since 1914, although 
the commerce will, after the conclusion of 
peace, very. soon reach its former extent, 
as the German import and export business 
with America is largely carried on through 
American firms of German origin. 


Cannot Ferget Notes. 

“But on the German side of the ocean no one 
will for tens of years believe in a ‘friend- 
ship,’ even if official statements concerning 
it should want to make Germany forget the 
Willson notes of this and of last year. 


“Naturalization should be limited to a mini- 
mum through an international agreement at 
The Hague; should, in fact, be limited to peo- 
ple who have reached the age of majority; 
who have immigrated at the age of not above 
ten years; who have, in other words, only a 
slight knowledge of the land of their birth 
from their own observation, and who have 
observation, and who have obtained their 
conscious education and training in the new 
fatherland. Persons whe have left their 
fatherland at the age of riper youth, espe- 
cially those who have left it at the age of 
man or womanhood, are no longer able to 
swear allegiance to a new home in the sense

Daredevils of War 


BY JAMES HENRY BUXTON. 
BRITISH NAVAL GUNNERS 


English efficiency upon the sea, and the 
deadly accuracy of the gunfire of the British 
mén-of-war was strikingly demonstrated not 
long ago when Admiral Beatty’s squadron 
sighted a fleet of four German battle cruisers 
with a number of light cruisers and destroy- 
ers sneaking toward the English coast. 

The purpose of the Hung evidently was to 
bombard another British seaport and murder 
a few more civilians, but they hastily. aban- 
doned the project. when they saw Beatty's 
equadron bearing down upon them. 

Soon the leading English ships, the Lion 
and the Tigges came within range of the 
enemy. Though the British battleships were 
racing at thirty-two miles an hour, their fire 
was most deadly, 

The German battleship Blucher,. a 16,000- ton 
vessel, reeled out of the line, and was 
pounced upon by English torpedo boats. 
These bloodhounds of the deep quickly fin- 
ished’ the Blucher. The rest of the German 
ships sped onward, bit two of them were 
seen to be in a bad way. Flames were roar- 
ing above the mastheads of the Seydlits, 
and the Derfflinger was listing badly to 
port. But now the Germans had reached the 
security of their own mine fields, and fur- 
ther pursuit was out of the question. The 

only damage suffered by the British wae the 
disabling of one of the Lion’s feed tanks. 

An account given by one of the survivors 
of the Blucher furnishes a vivid idea of 
what happens aboard a modern battleship 
when it is in the center of a galling fire. He 
said: 

“The shella came down Wke hall, and with 
a terrible droning moan. The execution they 
did was awful. The electric plant was wiped 
out and the ship plunged into an awful dark- 
Ress. Below decks, a veritable hell had been 
created. There were yells, moans and screams 
as shells ripped up the decks, Shells bur- 
rowed their way to the stokehold, and the 
coal in the bunkers was set on fire. A 


bursting shell ignited a tank of oil, and. 


sprayed the blazing fluid over a score of men, 
who became human torches, dancing about 
crazily in their agony. 

“Men hid away in dark corners, but the 
shells found them out and mangled them 
beyond recognition. The constant explosion 
of shells in the confined space below decks 
created a terrific air pressure. This air 
belched through every opening, tearing ita 

ay through weak spots. It bent iron doors 
outward as if they had been constructed of 
cardboard, and picked up men and threw 
them bodily against the fron walls of the 
ship. Four men were picked up by the shell- 
created whirlwinds and tossed to a terrible 
death into the machinery of the Blucher. 

“The ship heeled over as broadsides 
crashed against her. While gun crews were 
wiped out so that the stokers had to carry 
ammunition. Men lay flat for safety—a 
fancied safety—for shells, sought out every 
‘spot on the German man-of-war 

“The steering gear had been shot away, 
so that the Blucher was now whirling about 
like a top. It was seen that she waa doomed, 
and the few men who had escaped the Brit- 
ish shell fire crawled out on the battered 
decks and waited for the end. The ship 
quickly settled down and vanished beneath 
the surface in a swirl of water. Some Brit- 
ish craft were on hand to rescue the sur- 
vivors.”

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Some Sidelights 
On the Great War 


AERIAL EDUCATION IN 
ENGLAND 


BY P. TYE 


London.—With a view toward the train- 
ing of men for the aeronautical industry at 
the close of the war, at least six of the big- 
best technical schools in England are begin- 
ning their new scholastic seasons with aero- 
nautical courses, Most flying men here be- 
lieve aeroplane passenger services will be 
in regular operation throughout most of the 
world by 1920, and it is to help in the build- 
ing up of a vast operating force that these 
training classes have been started. When 
that day comes, traveling by aeroplane is 
expected to be safer than traveling by ex- 
press train or by ocean liner, and far-seeing 
men of the air see the day when the aero- 
Plane will outstrip in popularity even the 
motorcar. Meanwhile, back of the work of 
training aeroplane operatora a huge work of 
research is going on looking toward meth- 
ods of launching and landing large passen- 
ger-carrying aeroplanes, and control and 
construction of them, 


Probably the most thorough course for 
aeroplane hopefuls is being given by the 
Imperial College of Science and Technology, 
City and Guilds (Enginegring) college, Exhi- 
bition road, London, S. W. I have taken the 
following paragraphs from the syllabus of 
its course in aéroplane instruction: 


“1—General course. 


“The general course in aeronautical en- 
gineering extends over a period of three 
years and gives a continuous solentific 
training especially suitable to the require- 
ments of a young man of 17 or 18 years of 
age who decides to follow the profession of 
aeronautical engineer. 


“The course provides thorough instruc- 
tion in those principles of mechanics and 
physics which are of fundamental importance 
in every branch of engineering science, and 
applies those principles to the special study 
of aeronautics. 


“First Year—The instruction in the first 
year is the same as that provided for all en- 
gineering students in the Imperial College 
of Science and Technology and comprises 
courses of lectures in mechanics and mathe- 
matics, chemistry, physics, machine design 
and mechanism. lecture courses are 
supplemented by exercise and drawing class- 
es and by practical work in the various lab- 
oratories of the college. 


Second Years Course of Study. 

“Second Year—In the second year the in- 
struction in mathematics and mechanics is 
continued, and includes the study of differ 
ential and integral calculus, kinetics and the i 
laws of motion of solid bodies. 

“The lecture and laboratory courses in 
electrical technology deala with the théory 
and design of dynamds, motors and 
transformers, and the storage of electrical 
energy. 


“A general course in the strength of 
materials is also given, and the strength of 
aeroplane structures is considered. 

“The general principles of heat engines 
are sk by consideration of the steam 

and special attention is giver? to the. 
dynamics of engines and to the problem of 
the balancing of the moving parts of en- 
gines. . 
“In the chemical department the lectures 
and laboratory work will have special rela- 
tion to the chemistry of gases and expio- 
sives. The instruction in physics ig con- 
tinued in this year, and deals chiefly with 
meteorology and the aittasion and other 
properties of gases. 

“Third Year—The course of instruction 10 
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EXTRACTING RHEUMATISM. 

Cases from the clinical records of a den- 
tist who takes X-ray pictures of the jaws 
for diagnosis:

My doctor says my jonsils are in bad 
shape and ought to removed. I had 
diphtheria a year ago and took 10,000 units 


heart weak. Do you think it would be safe 
to have the operation?

ANSWER—Only your own doctor can de- 
cide whether your heart is seriously enough 
impaired to make the anesthetic unsate. 
Diphtheria often impairs the heart, espe- 
cially when the antitoxin is delayed or given 
in inadequate dose, Ten thousand units of 
antitoxin is a pretty small dose of antitoxin 
for an adult, if that was the total amount 
you received. You are in error if you as- 
sume that the antitoxin affected the heart, 
because it has never been known to do so. 
Diphtheria poison unneutralized by antitoxin 
is what makes diphtheria a serious disease, 
especially for the heart.

Wanted at Red Cross House

Knitters wanted at once—as many as 
can serve—is the call from the Red 
Cross house, 258 Peachtree street. 

“We have had from the government 
and the Red Cross a most urgent call 
for knitted sweaters, sox, mufflers and 
wristlets for our soldiers at home and 
abroad,” said Mrs. Spencer Atkinson 
yesterday, chairman of Red Cross house. 
The following message has come direct 
to the Atlanta chapter, through Mrs. 
Atkinson, from Harvey D. Gibson, gen- 
eral manager of the Red Cross: 

m General Manager. 

A great number of inquiries are be- 
ing received by the Red Cross ffom 
women knitters throughout the United 
States as to whether they should dis- 
continue knitting. 

The Red Cross, therefore, desires to 
place before the women of this coun- 
try its conception of the knitting ‘sit- 
uation. As is well known, it is the 
policy of the Red Cross to supplement, 
so far as it has the power, the efforts 
of the army and navy in conserving 
the health and comfort of our soldiers 
and sailors, either in this country or 
abroad. 

Sweaers and other knitted articles 
are designed primarily for warmth. 
They ceftainly are not ornamental. 
Therefore, it must follow that when 
there is an almost universal demand 
on the part of our soldiers and sailors 
for sweaters and other kuitted articles, 
the demand is a real one Such articles, 


therefore, can only be classed as 


equipment, supplementary though they 
may be, to that\furnished by the army 
and navy. And they undoubtedly con- 
stitute equipment that wiil aid greatly 
to the health and comfort of our men 
under conditions generally met with. 

The Red Cross knows that the sol- 
diers and sailors want sweaters and 
other knitted articles. These goods 
can be obtained from the Red Cross 
in single garments only upon individual 
request; or if in bulk, then upon the 
request of a commanding officer. How 
great the need is, is best evidenced by 
the fact that in addition to the hundreds 
of thousands of knitted articles pro- 
duced by cur Red Cross chapters in the 
last few months we have been com- 
pelled to purchase 650,000 extra sweat- 
ers alone to meet the insistent de- 
mand made upon us by our men for 
them. We are sorry that we had to do 
any purchasing at all because we know 
how much the soldiers and sailors of 
this country prefer the sweaters and 
other articles knitted by the women 
of this country. 

Fer Civilians Alsé. 

It may be understood further that 
in addition to the demands of cur army 
and navy we have very urgent demands 
from commissions abroad for like ar- 
ticles for destitute civilian popuiations; 
men, women and children who, if not 
actually homeless, are very scantily 
clad and usually without fuel, in this 
cold weather, to warm their houses. 

It is hoped that this general state- 
ment will satisfy the women of this 
country who have been devoting all 
their possible time to knitting for our 
men. We cannot too ctrongly urge all 
women who are now knitting to keep 
on knitting.

It became known here today that the 
war department has issued orders to 
every division tommander at the camps 
and cantonments throughout America 
to enforce absolute sobriety on the 
part, not only of the enlisted men in 
the army, but the commissioned offi- 
cers. 


These orders have been supplement-

LOW IN FAILURES, 
BRADSTREET SAYS 


Reports of business failures for the month 
of November made to Bradstreet’s Journal 
show the smallest totals of failures and of 
liabilities with one exception for any month 
this year, and the November total of casual- 
ties is the lightest shown in any November 
back to 1910, while the Habilities for, the 
‘month are the smallest with one exception 
jin November since 1909. Naturally, in view 
of the previous excellent monthly reports 
this year, the eleven months’ return of fail- 
ures is a good one, the smallest in fact re- 
ported in any year since 1911, while the 
j liabilities are the lightest since 1909.

There were only 959. failures reported to 
Bradstreet’s Journal for November, a de- 
crease of 4.5 per cent from October, though 
showing an increase of 9 per cent over the 
short months of September. Compared with 
November a year ago there was a falling 
off of 21 per cent; the decrease from No- 
vember, 1915, was 31 per cent, and the 
drop from November, 1914, the high record 
November total, was 39 per cent. Com- 
pared with an exceptionally good month for 
business, November, 1912, the past month 
shows a decrease in casualties of 13 per 
cent. Very nearly as good a report is made 
as to abilities, which aggregated $10,992,- 
974, a decrease of 16 per cent from Oc- 
tober, and an increase of only 5 per cent 
over September.

Month’s Insolvency 
Recor d Indicates 
Business Strength 


Another month’s insolvency record em- 


«{iPhasizes the underlying strength of busi- 


ness, and commercial failures in the 
United States for the year to date disclose 
2 numerical reduction of 19 per cent and 
a contraction of 6 per cent in amount from 
the relatively light mortality of 1916. As 
reported to R. G. Dun & Co., the November 
defaults, 981, are the smallest in number, 
excepting the 968 reverses of September, 
this year, of any month back to September, 
1911, and fall below those of November of 
all years since 1909. Comparing with last 
year, there appears a decrease of 270, or 
more than 20 per cent, and from the high 
point for the period, 1,815 insolvencies in 
November, 1914, there is a similar difference 
of 834 failures, or fully 45 per cent. More- 
over, last month’s liabilities of $13,635,606, 
while larger than in October, September, 
and May and April of this year, are less 
than in any November back to 1910, though 
the improvement over the figures of a year 
ago is only about $500,000. But when com- 
parison is made with November, 1914, a de- 
cline of nearly 60 per cent is shown.

Spot was reported in fair demand with 
the tone firm at 7% for Rio 7’s and 9% for 
Santos 4. A further advance was reported 
in the cost and freight market, with the 
offers received including 4’s at 9.25 to 9.35, 
London credits. 

The official cables reported an advance of 
150 reis in the Rio market. Santos spots 
were 50 reis lower and futunes unchanged 
to 25 reis lower. Brasilian port receipts, 
61,000; Jundiahy receipts, 44,000. Rio ex- 
change was 6-32d higher at 13 13-16d.
